days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which this notificationiis pubhshed are made available to the 
public;

The objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules before the 
expiry of the penod so specified will be considered by the Central Government 

DRAFTRULES 


1 (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteratic(n(.. Amendment) Rules, 2001. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final pubheation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Prevention ofFood Adulteration Rules, 1955, in Appendix'S’,— 

(a) for item A.08.03, the following shall be substituted, namely'— 

A. 08.03 Coffee—Chicory Mixture means the product prqjared by mixing roasted and ground coffee 
and roasted and ground chicory and shall be in a sound, dry and dust free condition with no rancid or 
abnoxious flavour. It shall be in the form of a free flowing powder having the colour, taste and flavour 
characteristic of coffee — chicory powder. It shall be free from any impurities and shall not contain any other 
added substance. The coffee content in the mixture shall not be less than 51 per cent by mass. The percentage 
of coffee and chicory used shall be marked on the label as provided in clause (i) of sub-rule (A) of rule 42. 


It shall conform to the following standards, namely:— , 

(i) Moisture 

(u) Total ash on dry basis 

(lii) Acid insoluble ash on dry basis 

(iv) Water soluble matter on dry basis 

(v) Caffeine content on diy basis 

(vi) Aqueous extracts 


Not more than 5.0 per cent. 

3 to 7 50 per cent. 

Not more than 0.6 per cent, 
30 0 to 50 0 percent. 

Not less than 0.6 per cent. 
Not more than 50 per cent.”; 


(b) foritem A. 08.05, the following shall be substituted, namely 


A. 08.05 - Instant Coffee—Chicory Mixture means the product manufactured from roasted and 
ground coffee and roasted and ground chicory. It shall be in sound dry and dust free condition with no rancid 
or abnoxious flavour. It shall be in the form of a free flowing powder havmg the colour, taste and flavour 
charactenstics of coffee chicory powder. It shall be free from any impurities and shall not contain any other 
added substance. The coffee content in the mixture shall not be less than 51 per cent by mass on dry basis. 
The percentage of coffee and chicory used shall be marked on the label as provided in clause (ii) sub-rule (A) 
of rule 42. 


It shall conform to the following standards, namely'— 


(i) Moisture 

(ii) Total Ash on dry basis 

(iii) Acid insoluble ash on dry basis 
(iv Caffeine (anhydrous) on dry basis. 

(v) Solubility in boiling water. 

(vi) SolubUity m cold water at 16 + 2°C 

(c) in item A. 19, clause (vi) shall be deleted. 


Not more than 4,0 per cent. 

7.0 to 10.0 per cent 
Not more than 0.6 per cent. 

Not less than 1,4 per cent 

Dissolves readily in 30 seconds with moderate 

stirring 

Soluble with moderate stirring in 3 minutes”;
